THE LAND-GRANT ROADS, 


ABSTRACT OF AUDITOR FRENCH’S REPORT. 
at Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—Theophilus 
French, Auditor of Railroad Accounts, has 
completed his annual report. The reportis 
devoted to the condition of the land-grant 
railroads in whole or in part west, north, 
or south of the Missouri River. Mr. French 
says that during the past year the condition 
of all railroad property in the United States 
has been much improved, more especially 
that of the railroads west of the Mississippi; 
that among those railroads lying west of the 
Mississippi the most marked improvement 
has been on the great trunk line of the Union . 
and Central Pacific Companies, ahd of which 
the United States Government is a creditor 
to the amount of nearly $80,000,000, Sta- 
bility of rates, even though rates have been 
reduced, has given larger earnings, which, 
turn, have enabled liberal expenditures to 
made for maintenance and improvement, 
to the manifest advantage of the traveling 
public and shippers as well as of the proper- 
ties themselves. As to the Pacific Railroads

the Middle, Western, and oouthwestern.

Howard. accompanled by C J. A. Sladen 
of his staff, arrived in Washington to-day 
from the Pacific Coast. Gen. Howard’s pres- 
ent visit to Washington is in obedience to an 
order issued by direction of the President, 
and is generally supposed to possess some 
special significance in view of changes which 
are speedily to take place in army affairs. It 
fs well understood that Gen. Schofield will 
soon be relieved from duty at West Point, 
and assigned to a command else- 
where. It has been suggested that it 
is the intention of the President to 
place Gen. Howard at West Point. 
While neither President Hayes nor the Sec- 
retary of War has said that such is the case, 
and while a determination of the matter has 
certainly not been expressed by others, in- 
formation derived from trustworthy sources 


make it exceedingly probable that Gen. How- 


ard will succeed Gen. Schofield. There has 
been some talk lately that an officer of the 
Engineer Corps would be assigned to duty as 
Superintendent of the Military Academy, 
but there is a general feeling that an officer 
of the line ought to perform that duty.

To- 
day Mr. Wood said: “I thigk that Secretary 
Sherman will recommend the issue of two 
classes of securities in which to refund the 
5 and 6 per cent bonds that become redeem- 
able next year: First, bonds redeemable say 
in ten and payable in thirty years; and, 
second, Treasury notes payable in one, 
two, and three years, etc, up to 
ten years. It is my opinion that he 
willrecommend that the Secretary of the 
Treasury be given discretionary power to 
effect this loan on the best terms possible, 
the rate of interest not to exceed 8} per 
cent.“ ; 

„Po you think that Congress world be 
likely to adopt such a recommendation?“ 
asked the correspondent. 

No,“ replied Mr. Wood, “ my impression 
is that the House, at least, will not agree to 
any loan bearing a higlLer rate than 3 per 
cent; and I believe, moreover, that Secretary 
Sherman himself would not offer very stren- 
uous objections to a 3 per cent loan. 
Of course, his only objection to it 
would arise from afear that it could not be 
placed at par. I have no fears myseif on that 
score. Before I left New York I acquainted 
myself with the views of leading dealers in 
Government securities, including some mem- 
bers of the syndicate which negotiated the 
4 per cent bonds. I think I shall be able to 
show that they share my belief that

in selling either the 3 per cent bonds or. 


Treasury notes at par. I should say that 
one-half the bonds to be refunded next 
year could be provided for by an 
issue of Treasury notes, payable at the rate 
of $40,000,000 a year for ten years. At the 
end of that period the 4 per cents will be- 
come redeemable, and ean then be provided 
for. Our 4percent bonds, which have about 
twenty-seven years to run, are now and will 
continue to be the best investment bonds in 
the commercial world. They are worth 120 
to-day, although they do not yet sell for that 
price.“ 

Win there be a renewal of the discussion 
over the silver dollar when the Refunding 
bill comes up ?” 

We have tried to avoid the necessity of a 
long debate over that by simply providing in 
the proposed bill that the act of 1870 shall 
govern the details of the new loan. I pre- 
sume, however, that amendments will be 
offered, and that a discussion may then en- 
sue on the point you mention.“ 

Mr. Wood remarked that he should try to 
have the Refunding bill taken up at the very 
beginning of the session, and a time fixed on 
at which general debate should cease. He 
hopes that the bill will pass the House before 
the holiday recess. He thinks it important that 
whatever measure may be adopted should 
become a law as early as the lst of February, 
because of the three months’ notice of re- 
demption which must be given to the holders 
of 5 per cent bonds. Some time will also be 
necessary to prepare the plates and print the 
new securities. Mr. Wood does not expect 
any tariff legislation at the coming session. 

‘POLITICAL SOUNDINGS. 

HOUSE, OF TENNESSEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Dec. 4.—Mr. House 
says he was very much surprised at the re- 
sult of the elections, but that the Democratic 
party had been defeated by bad management, 
and particularly by the decision of the Indi- 
ana Supreme Court making the election in 
that State come offin October instead of No- 
vember. “If the election in Indiana had 
taken place in November,“ said Mr. House, 
“we would have carried New York, and that 
would have gained us the election of Han- 
cock.” Mr. House said the Democratic party 
woule not disband because of the recent de- 
feat. No man,“ said he, who is a true 
Democrat can ever forsake his principles, 
and hence the organizaing canndt fail 
to retain its vitality. Besides, the popular 
majority of Mr. Garfield is only 3,000 or 4,000, 
which proves that the Democratic party is 
not yet ready to die.“ Mr. House, who is con- 
sidered by members of his ‘own party as a 
moderate rather than an extremist, was very 
emphatic in his denunciation of the issues 
upon which the Republican party fought the 
battle of the late campaign. There is no 
way to reorganize the parties in the Soutn,“ 
he said, except by turning over the manage- 
ment of State politics to the niggers, 
and against that the South will always 
be solid. Ofcourse, new issues may prob- 
ably arise, in which case the South would be 
as likely to divide as the North; butso far as 
the present questions before the country are 
concerned, particularly the status of the 

nigger, the Southern States would like to be 
let alone, as they can manage their own 
affairs.” Mr. House admitted that the Dem- 
ocratic party had allowed opportunities for 
adding toits power and influence to pass by 
unimproved. For six years the House 
had been Democratic, yet never in 
all that time, he claimed, was there 
a majority which could absolutely 
be depended upon to sustain any measure 
whatever. It was a party of divided leader- 
ship and of divided counsels, and invariably 
suffered defeat at the hands of a determined 
and well disciplined minority. 

ACKLEN. 

Mr. Acklen, of Louisiana, takes a more 
sensible view of the political situation than 
might have been expected of him. ‘The 
Democrats were defeated,” he said to-night, 

“by a prosperous country, and a fear on 
the partof the North that through the election 
of Hancock the country would again come 
under the domination of the South.” Mr. 
Acklen announces that at the expiration of 
the present Congress he will go to Europe 
for some years. 

THE MAINE SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

Representative Frye, of Maine, arrived to- 

night. Speaking of the Seaatorial canvass 
iu Maine he said: “The chances are divided 
very equally between Mr. Hale and myself.

THE THIRD HOUSE.

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 4.—It is expected 
that the Third House” will have a quorum 
here this session, The sugar lobby is already 
in the field, as well as the agents of Jay 
Gould, who want to open up a right of way 
through certain Indian reservations with a 
grant of alternate sections. The clamor for 
free ships promises to bring down the usual 
lobby of John Roach, Cramp & Sons, and the 
ship-builders generally.

that if the Government is to make appropria- 
tions for that purpose the canal should be 
owned or at least controlled by the Govern- 
ment, and that the first step proposed to be 
taken to secure National aid is to tranfer the 
control of the canal to the General Govern- 
ment. A similar difficulty exists with re- 
gard to the Lilinois River improvement, for 
the reason that some of the locks have al- 
ready been built by the State, and the ques- 
tion arises constantly in the Commerce Com- 
mittee whether, when the river is finally 
improved, some of the locks are 
to be under State control and some 
under National. The question is a continually 
embarrassing one, but nevertheless Congress 
appropriated $100,000 for the IIlinois River 
at the last session. 

THE -PONCA INDIANS. 

The officials of the Indian Office to-day, re- 
ferring to the public meeting in Boston, in 
which Secretary Schurz was assailed for his 
conduct with reference to the Poncas, and

He gave his name as E. B. Rickard, and 
claimed to have done reportiag on all the 
Chicago papers, especially the Evening 
News. Upon this representation he was 
given employment on the Glabe-Democrat. 


He proved, after a two weeks’ trial, to be } evidence is strong aga 


thoroughly unreliable and incempetent, and 
his services were for this reason dispensed 
with. He was afterwards heard of as solic- 
iting subscriptions for the Evming Chrent- 
cle, and taking things easy about towu. He 
boasted that he paid nothingfor board, and 
that Mrs. Lena Wilson, his landlady, was 
in love with him. This statement seemed a 
strange one, for Rickard is neither comely 
nor good looking. The woma is married, 
has four children, and a husband living, the 
latter just now being located ia Denver, Colo. 
Upon the morning of Nov. 24 Rickard asked 
Mrs. Wilson to accompany him to a ball in 
the evening, and she, it is sgid, consented. 
In the evening Rickard came home drunk, 
and Mrs. Wilson asked him to allow her 
sister to accompany them. Rickard refused. 
A quarrel ensued. The two were standing 
in a bedroom, where the woman’s four 
children were sleeping. Rickard drew his 
revolver and shot the woman in the face. He 
then retreated, and as he was leaving the 
house raised the revolver te his own head 
and fired. The shot missed him, and he fled. 
The next day Rickard retumed to a neigh- 
boring saloon and sent word to Mrs. Wilson 
asking to see her. A politeman arrested 
him as he was waiting. Rickard has been 
held in the Four Courts leck-up to wait 
until the woman could appear against him. 
It was not supposed she was seri- 
ously injured, and for that reason great 
was the surprise when to-day news of her 
death was made public. She died at 10 
o’clock this morning. Her nurse states that 
death was caused by the bu of an artery 
in the neck, in close proximity to the wound 
caused by the ball from Rickard’s pistol.

Another Victim of the Toronto Fires 
Dead—Strong Probability that the 
Fire Was the Work of an Incendiary. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Dec. 4.—Bertie Crawford, the 
second victim of yesterday morning’s fire, 
uccumbed this forenoon to the injuries he 
received. The little fellow’s sufferings were 
intense during the night, and his moanings 
were most heart-rending. In almost equal 
agonyin the same room lay Mr. Crawford, 
who it was feared could not survive the 
night. At an early hour this morning he was 
much easier and able to converse, although 
his hearing was considerably affected, but 
during day he suffered a relapse, and his 
life now hangs bya thread. He has not 
yet deen informed of the death of 
his child, and, not hearing any more 
moans from it, frequently asks whether it 
is alive or dead. The four others who were 
more or less seriously injured are now pro- 
gressing favorably and will recover. The 
origin of the fire is shrouded in mystery. 

Mrs. Crawford utterly repudiates the theory 

that the fire originated accidentally from the 

coal-stove, and says that this stove has been 
burning steadily ever since the cold weather 
set in. The night before the fire all the 
dampers were closed and a coal could not 
have dropped out upon the floor. In addition 
to this, the fanligut over the stove door was 
fastened down on Thursday night, and 

‘yet, in the morning the fire was first dis- 

covered by the smoke issuing through the 

fanlight, which must then have been open.

Parents are com- 
plaining that their children are robbed, on 
their way to school, by these young ruffians; 
and the police ought to be able to break up 
these gangs without much trouble.

Tue progress of the Land League of Irish 
farmers in the attainment of its purpose is 
something astonishing. It set out, among 
other things, to force down the excessive 
rents exacted of the tenants to Government 
valuation, which would be a reduction of at 
least one-third to one-half on the existing 
rack-rentals forced out of the people. In the 
whole island it would amount to more than 
thirty millions of dollars. Land valued by 
the Government as worth a rental of three, 
five, eight, and ten dollars an acre, has been 
screwed up by the landlords to-paying five, 


eight, twelve, and twenty dollars an acre. 


The result is, frightful poverty and misery, 
and chronic discontent and hatred of the 
British Government, The people find, by long 
and bitter experience, that they cannot pay 
the rents demanded by the feudal 
land-robbers, and live. The American peo- 
ple, and the Irish in this country, are con- 
stantly called upon to donate money by the 
millions of dollars to help pay those out- 
rageous and impossible rents; and they are 
becoming weary of the never-ending neces- 
sity for so doing. At last the farmers have 
“struck” against their oppressors, and 
formed a League to compel them to lower 
the rents to an endurable limit. They have 
resorted to Boycotting,” with astonishing 
success. They are stopping the heartiess 
eviction business; and many of the landlords 
are voluntarily coming forward and reducing 
the rents to the Government (Griffiths’) valu- 
ation.

The latest support of the case of the Irish ten- 
antry has come from some very powerful letters 
in the London Daily News from Mr. Russell, O. 
C., one of the leaders of the English Bar, but an 
Irishman and a member ot Pariiament for an 
Irish constituency. They are but an aniplifica- 
tion ot the propositions laid down by Prof. 
Thorold Rogers, which we quoted last week. 
We would strongly advise those who are dis- 
cussing the subject on this side of the water, in 
the puipit and elsewhere, and are disposed to 
settie it out of hand by ascribing the present 
turmoil to the character of the Irish peasantry, 
‘and particularly to their improvidence and lazi- 
ness, to read more of the evidence about it. The 
land question in Ireland in no way ditfers from 
the land question everywhere. No race has ever 
submitted iong to the tenure under which the 
Irish peasantry live; and it is as true of them as 
it was of the French poe in Sully’s day, that 
their turbulence and mutiny are due not to 
natural perversity, but to“ impatience de souf- 
frir.” The wildness and absurdity of their po- 
litical aspirations wust not blind us to the. evils 
of their economical condition,—evils which 
really make them seem under the circumstances 
remarkably thrifty and industrious. The nat- 
ural-perversity theory has been for agos a 
favorit defense of bad government, but we be- 
lieve it has never yet stood the test of experi- 
ment. No race which has left the savage state 
has ever yet failed to labor and save when cer- 
tain of security and justice.

THE NEW SEWERAGE SCHEME, TO COST 
TWELVE MILLIONS. 

Readers of Tue Tripuns interested in 
Chicago matters have doubtless read the re- 
port of the Committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation proposing a new scheme for the per- 
manent drainageof Chicago, and the estab- 
lishment of a permanent,system of sewer- 
age. This r

portance to all thésimYaultants of this city 
that any efforts made to reach a permanent 
and sufficient solution of the great problem 
of what to do with the sewage of the city 
cannot fail to enlist publie attention. Here- 
tofore what has been done in the way of re- 
lief has been of a temporary character. 

‘All the other temporary schemes having 
proved insufficient, the Committee has en- 
deavored to devise a scheme which shall be 
permanent and sufficient forall time. As the 
plan they recommend is one requiring sev- 
eral years to complete, they urge that the 
pumps be erected at Bridgeport, and the 
water of the South Branch be pumped into 
the canal whenever the same may be needed. 

The plan is to dig, excavate, blast rocks, 
and construct another canal in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the present ditch 
and of the Despiaifes River, but independ- 
ent of these streams; this new canal is to 
connect the South Branch with the Llinois 
River at Joliet, and is to be of equal depth 
with the Chicago River, so as to drain from 
itat the bottom as well as atthe surface. 
This canal or sewer is to be of capacious 
dimensions, and able, say the projectors, of 
performing the following service: 


Having set forth the gubic yards to be ex- 
cavated in the above sewer, inciuding earth and 
rock, with the probable cost, I will proceed to 
state the cubic feet of water which the sewer is 
expected to pass at 28 opposit Lock No. 1. 
with a clear width of 20 feet, a depth of 10 feet, 
a fall of 1 foot per mile, and awd at upper 
end of sewer of 49 feet, and widening from ik 
1to head of sewer at the rate of 1 foot per 
mile, as compensation; with this area of flow of 
water, say 10 feet by 20 feet. makinga “ wet 
line of 40 feet, we have reason to expect a dis- 
charge of Gn cubic feet of water per second, 
37,947 cubic feet ina minute, 2,276,820 cubic feet in 
an hour, and in twenty-four hours 54,643,680 cubic 
feet. In seven miles th of Chicago River I have

Canal den now is mainly carried on by 
steam, dispensing with the mules, When 
the can@ shall be enlarged steam will be the 
exclusive power, and it will meet no 
greater rpsistance from the current than is 
found in the Mississippi and the Ohio Rivers. 
To build ‘@ small canal alongside the large 
one would de to imitate the philosophical 
man who cut a small hole alongside a large 
one in his door, so as to let the kitten get in 
and out as well as thie cat. 

The scheme is utterly out of all reasonable 
consideration. The duty of the city is to 
have the pumps ordered last spring put at 
work pumping the water from the river into 
the canal or into the Desplaines River; this 
will answer every purpose for five years or 
ten years to come, and, in the meantime, it is 
to be hoped the Congressional delegation 
from Chicago may be able to enlist the aid of 
Congress in the completion of the river and 
canal improvement. In the discussion of 
the subject last spring it was demonstrated 
that the proposed pumps would give neces- 
sary relief for a number of years, and in the 
meantime the permanent enlargement scheme 
can be pressed forward. é 


INTEMPERANCE AMONG THE IRISH. 

A meeting of five of the Irish temperance 
societies of this city was held last Sunday 
afternoon at the Church of the Sacred Heart 
to listen to addresses upon the evils of in- 
temperance, delivered by Bishops Ireland, of 
St. Paul, and Spalding, of Peoria. The 
audience was a very large one, and was very 
deeply interested, and the only regret con- 
nected with the occasion is. that the auditors 
of the reverend gentlemen belonged to the 
non-drinking class of Irish, whereas those 
who really needed their admonitions were 
absent. Bishop Ireland spoke in a very 
pointed manner, and addressed himself to his 
own nationality, boldly declaring that the 
evil of strong drink had done more to injure 
the Irish people “than any other agent of 
Satan,” and that it had broken up more 
homes in Ireland and sent more men into ex- 
ile even than the curse of English landlord- 
ism. As illustrating the plainnness of 
Bishop Ireland in dealing with the evil of 
whisky-drinking and its disastrous effects 


upon the Irish people, we guote fro m our re- 


port of his address: 

many Irishmen were in asylums, re- 
fortmatortes, and P of America, and 
they could only blame themselves for these 
lamentable facts. And he could say, before 
God, that he believed this state of affairs was 
due greatly to intemperance, He could not 6x- 
plain why it had taken suchahold upon his 
countrymen, but he supposed it was ause 
their temptations were so great. The Devil had 
tried to conquer the reason of the Irishmen, and 
he had succeeded by means of strong drink. An 
immense number of Irishmen in our large cities 
kept saloons, and this they would not do unless 
it paid. Drink had always been prominent at all 
the social happenings in the life of an Irishman. 
There was drink at his christenme, drink at 
marriage. and drink to distribute amo the 
mourners at his funeral. Whenever an irish- 
man's name appeared in the newspaper Police- 
Court reports drink was at the bottom of it nine 
times out of ten. Nothing humiliated him 80 
much as to see an Irishman’s name in the court 
reports. What was to be done to suppress this 
great evil? It was all in their own hands. G 
was with them always. The way to do it was to 
declare war against the enemy, with the war-cry, 
“ Death to Whisky.” 

This strong language from the good Bishop 
un questionably goes to the very root of tife 
evil, and his picture of the disastrous influ- 
ences upon the Irish people of the sale and 
consumption of whisky is not overdrawn, but 
his remedy is not as specific as it might be. 
There was an opportunity for him to have 
delivered a lesson to the Catholic clergy of 
Chicago which he faded to improve, and a 
lesson of the greatest and most practical im- 
portance, since the remedy for the evil lies 
largely in their hands. If they would use 
their powerful influence in the direction of 
temperance as energetically and imperatively 
as they use it in other directions, there is no 
question that they could stop nine-tenths of the 
whisky-drinking and whisky-selling among 
their laity in this city. Bishop Ireland has 
banished and extirpated whisky-selling and 
whisky-drinking from the large Irish land 
colony in Minnesota, to the great pecuniary 
and moral benefit of the colonists: and what 
he can do there can be accomplished by other 
Catholic clergymen elsewhere. 

The control of the Protestant clergy over 


their laity is infinitly less than that of the

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why cannot the Catholic clergy, who have 
infinitly more power over their flocks, exer- 
cise the same strong and beneficent influ- 
ence upon them? If they, headed by their 
new Bishop, would open a crusade against 
whisky-selling and whisky-drinking, and 
follow it up with the energy and determina- 
tion of Protestants, before the New-Year ex- 
pires one thousand Catholic whisky saloons 
would be voluntarily closed in this city by 
their proprietors, tens of thousands of 
Catholics would place their names upon the 
temperance rolls, and millions of dollars of 
earnings would be saved by the hard-work- 
ing Irish with which to get homes, educate 
their children and place them in positions of 
usefulness and respectability, where they 
would acquire wealth and win the respect of 
the whole community. The whole whisky- 
selling business would become so contempti- 
ble and ‘disreputable that only the lawless 
classes and those outside of the pale of the 
Church would be found peddling liquor to 
the laboring classes. It is a very simple 
remedy, and one clearly within the power of 
the Catholic clergy, to apply in the most ef- 
fective manner. 

It the members of Protestant churchesare 
found engaged in the business cf running 
whisky-shops they are “bounced” out of the 
Church without ceremony and are not allowed 
to defile the menbership with their presence. 
Why do the Catholics not act in the same 
effective way? It is not many years ago that 
one of their number, Father Mathew, a sin- 
cere, honest, courageous Catholic priest, 
grappled with this giant vice of intoxication 
and accomplished a great and glorious work, 
saving multitudes from this debasing evil 
and bringing happiness into thousands of 
homes. Why are there not men of the Cath- 
olie priesthood ready to engage in the same 
useful work and to bring their tremendous 
influence to bear upon the suppression of a 
curse which is widespread among their laity, 
and more injurious to Irish morals, stand- 
ing, and pockets than all other evils put 


together? 
LIVE AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
The City of Washington in the absence of 
Congress is like a deserted village without 


even : 
The 8 voice that bay’d the whispering 


And the loud laugh that spoke the vacant mind. 
During the few days immediately preceding 
a Congressional session ‘there is something 
like a general stir to clean up the hoteis, 
lodging-houses, restaurants, and bars; but it 
is no more like the bustle of city life than 
the occasional renovation of a country 
store. The expected Congressmen do not 
put in an appearance till the last 
hour. They may leave their constituents, 
and, perhaps, even their families, under the 
impression that they are hurrying to the Na- 
tional Capital to get their committee work 
ready for the opening of Cengress, but they 
more frequently escape to the uninquisitive 
vastness of New York, to partake without 
nt of metropolitan pleasures and ex- 
citement. Meanwhile the routine clerk en- 
joys the mild stimulant of a promenade. on 
Pennsylvania avenue between 8 1 4 
o’clock inthe afternoon: the conventional 
bridal couple huddle in a close ear- 
riage to “do” the Capital and its 
suburbs in the alternate chill and 
sunshine of a malarial climate ; 
the Maryland team of four, consisting in 
part of horse, mule, and cow, and driven 
with one rein, has an unimpeded passage 
over the asphalt; and the small politician 
endeavors in vain to get up a discussion in 
the empty corridors of the hotels. 
When Congress convenes, as it will to- 
morrow, the scene changes. There is then 


at least an apnearance of bustle. The 


National Legislature meets in a condition 

more or less chaotic. The Committees then 

begin to get ready for work, though the 

individual Congressman is so overwhelmed 

with political affairs of his own, or errands to 

do for his constituents, or projects of a pure- 
ly personal character, that he has little time 
for public affairs. The number of Congress- 
men is small who can give a correct idea of 
the pending legislation upon any subject with 
which, by reason of committee assignment, 
they ought to be perfectly familiar. One 
gentleman may be absorbed with the inten- 
tion to offer a resolution demanding informa- 
tion from the Executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment concerning matters about which the 
Executive is totally uninformed,—for in- 
stance, the details of the new treaty 
with China. Another may be equally 
determined to arrest the motion of the 
earth by offering some constitutional amend- 
ment which, once relegated to the tomb of a 
committee-room, will never be again heard 
of. The average Congressman is about as 
narrow, contracted, and selfish in his views 
as the average man in other walks of life, 
with the difference that he is apt to assume a 
superiority of intellect and a mysterious and 
hidden wealth of information and power 
which he does not possess. 

The opening of a new session of Congress 
ischiefly useful in infusing some life into the 
National Capital.

Boston, Mass., Dec. 4.—The fire in the 
Kearsarge cotton-mills at Portsmouth, N. H., 
this morning, lasted less than an hour, but 
in that short time the mammoth structure 
was entirely destroyed, and an immense 
amount of anxiety was felt for the safety of 
surrounding buildings. The wind blew burn- 
ing rafters in all directions, and the Mayor 
summoned assistance from the Kittery Navy- 
Yard, from Newburyport, and other places. 
The outside service was not needed, but 
every precaution was taken, and the prison- 


estimated at half 
a million dollars, besides throwing out of 
employment between 300 and 350 operatives, 
upon a majority of whom must fall much 
suffering this winter unless something is 
done for their relief. 

The fire started in a room in the southeast 
corner of the fifth story about five. minutes 
before 6 o’clock, from waste in the hands of 
the engineer catching from a gas-jet, and 
spread with such rapidity that the occupants 
of the apartment barely escaped with their 
lives, as the flames rushed tow the stair- 
case thereto, the operatives being obliged 
to leap over the fire in order to make 
their exit. Several were. severely burned 
while endeavoring to escape. One employé 
was burned to death, but had the fire burst 
out twenty minutes later the destruction of 
life must have been great, as the mill would 
have been in full operation, operatives being 
obliged to be on hand earlier Saturday morn- 
ing in order to clean the machinery. The 
loss on the building and general contents is 
mostly covered by insurance placed with 
Boston agencies, the details of which cannot 
now be obtained. 

The mill was built in 1845, and was 204 feet 
long, seventy feet wide, and six stories high, 
with two L’s, each 100 feet by thirty feet, two 
stories high. 

By hard work on the part of the local and 
Navy- Yard Departments, the destruction of 
the Free Will Baptist Church was prevented, 
although the building was considerably dam- 
aged,—more by water than fire.

The fire spread so rapidly that the occu- 
pents barely escaped as the flames rushed to- 
ward the,;staircase. Several, indeed, were 
obliged to leap over the fire in order to make 
their exit; and some were severely burned. 

It is now known that not more than one 
person was burned to death, but, had the fire 
burst out twenty minutes later, the destruc- 
tion of life must have been great, as the mill 
would have been in full operation.

THE PASSENGER WAR, 
No action was taken yesterday by the 
roads leading East from this city regarding 


‘the violation of the Eastern agreement by 


the St. Louis lines, in allowing their West- 
ern connections to make a rate from Kansas 
City to New York via St. Louis at $21, or $1 
more than the rate from Chicago to New 
York. Mr. E. A. Ford, General Passenger 


-Agentof the Vandalia Line, in answer to 


dispatches from Genéral Passenger Agents 
in this city, says that he does not in- 
tend to prorate with the Western. roads at 
the above figure, but that he asked them to 
accept $1 from Kansas City to St. Louis, the 


rate now charged, and allow him $20 from 


St. Louis to New York. He says he teok 
this gtep because the Ohio & Mississippi had 
authorized the Western lines to accept $21 
from Kansas City to New York via St. Louis, 
and was now working those rates in con- 
nection with the Western lines. 

The St. Louis people claim that they could 
no longer adhere to the agreement without 
losing much of their business. ‘The regular 
rate froin Chicago to New York, they say, is 
$20; from St. Louis to New York, $24.25, 
and other Eastern pointsin proportion. As 
some of the lines charge but 51 from Kansas 
City to Chicago, people can go this way for

The Chicago Passenger Agents, on the 
other hand, claim that they have nothing to 
do with the rates made by the Western roads. 
As they understand it, the Eastern roads, 
both from Chicago and St. Louis, were to 
maintain the regular tariff rates. A person 
could not buy a through ticket at Kansas 
City via Chicago at less than the regular 
rates, and the St. Louis lines had no right 
to allow business taken over their 
lines from that point at less than traflic 
rates.

FATAL SEWEB-GAS. 


The Sad Visitation on the Cunning- 
ham Household. ; 
Afew days ago was announced the death of 
the infant son of William H. Cunningham, the 
well-known insurance agent, residing at tho 
corner of Vincennes avenue and Forty-seventh 
street, and this morning is announced the death 
of another little one iu the same family. It was 
implied in both cases that sewer-gas or similar 
blood- poisoning had been the cause, anda very 
alarming aspect was put upon the affair by the 
current report that three other children of Mr. 
Cunningham ‘were lying at death’s door. 
A reporter visited the home last evening, 
and sad though its inmates were, they 
felt a Uttle of their sorrow lifted by 
being able to deny the rumor regarding 
the three remaining children. The home is quite 
a pretentious brick and frame structure, only a 
portion of which is new. The bouse is in good 
repair throughout, and the spacious grounds ad- 
joining make it such a domicile as any man 
might be proud to call bis home. Within, all is mag- 
nificent, and adapted to the comforts of a fam- 
ily. Yet such princely abodes, it would appear. 
are the very ones which the poison lend marks 
tor his owu. That the Cunningham mansion is 
infected with a sewer-gas has not yet Porm 
yen, but in the illness and subsequent 
Pf the two you children of the old 
eminent physici have found facts which 
induce them to believe that blood-poisoning, 
either by foul gases or in some other occult 
manner, were the direct causes in both instances. 
Mr. Cunningham determined at once upon the 
death of his son that no expense should be 
spared in ferreting out the “sources of the 
poisonous vapors or gases, and yesterday, the 
day atter the funeral, the work was commenced. 
While the investigation was in ‘ little 
Louise, the fourth daughter of Mr. Cunning- 
bam, who was ill and under medical treatment, 
but who was believed to be getting on finely, 
wus suddenly stricken dead, almost while at her 
pley. With three other children fil, and the 
victim of so sudden a dispensation before them, 
the anguish and terror of the parents and 
relatives can better be imagined than described. 
Dr. Chamberlain, the family physician, was 
sven at the house last night. He considered the 
eases very remarkable ones, as in only oue 
symptom did — | tally with the usual effects of 
sewer-gas poisoning, and this was in the toxical 
influence upon the brain. Blood-poisoning was 
undoubtedly the ailment, but it had baftled all 
treatment. Though the children were robust 
and healthy, they were stricken down by death, 
one within twenty-two hours after first iliness, 
and the other in less than * hours. 
Dre. De Laskie Milter, John B. Owens, and J. 
Adams Allen were in consultati 
patients yesterday forenoon, and all 
themselves deeply puazied. At 10 o'clock when 
Louise was exami sh bt to be 
improving; shortly before noon she asked for a 
drink, and a moment or two later was dead. It

and cleantiness, economy and comfort, and af- 
fording at the same time the greatest facility of 
repair. 

oe no one material or method of struct- 
ure will include in highest degree all qualities 
sought for in a pave; yet some special material 
or method of construction may secure in modi- 
ficution all the qualities of common dero. 

Whatever may be said for or against other 
‘material or form of stracture, the careful at- 
tention of the public should be called at this 
time to the superior and well-nigh all-embaac- 
ing qualities of a granit surface for all of our 
important streets in the future. Given a 
foundation suitable to bear up any sort of pave- 
ment, and a“fixed granit macadam wearing 
surface can be laid at a cost substantially that 
of the most perishable wood. ‘The superior 
economy, durability, and desirability of such a 
street surface is certified by the famous Appian 
Way, built 313 B. C., of broken Alpine granit, 
cemented so as to give a fixed surface, and is in 


as good repair to-day as when Scipio Africanus 


led his tegions over it near two and twenty 
centuries ago. 

The **Cornice Way,” built by the Cwsars along 
the north seashore from Rowe to Gaul, also of 
broken gramt, is yet a most excellent street as 
it was in Christ’s day. 

Tho granit streets of Naples have been in con- 
stant use for over 1,000 years, with a lossof but 
a bare inch by wear and tear. The most elegant 
streets of Paris are laid of crushed crystalline 
rock and rolled to the finest imaginable surface. 

The very latest report from the London City 
Engineers certifies that, all things considered, 
granit macadam makes the best of all city 
pavements, having but a single drawback,— 
costliness of repair. The obvious reason for 
this is their negicct to cement the suxface into a 
fixed, compact body capable of resisting the dis- 
integrating action of traffic. This may be so- 
cured by the use of drastic Roman cement wita- 
out impairing at all the sure footing of horses.

THE PUBLIC AUCTION SALES A FAILURE.

New York, Dec. 4.—In real estate this week 
the auction sales did not come up to the views 
of those whose entire mind seems to be given up 
to the study of this market.

CLEVELAND, o. 
A HEALTHY FEELING MANIFESTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dee. .- While this city can 
bardly be said to enjoy that measure of prosper- 
ity in business and real estate said to existin 

Chicago and New York, there is without doubt a 
healthier feeling than for several years past. In 
every branch of inaustry this increase is noted. 
Real estate is rarely sensitive of any change in 
the condition of the commercial world. It is re- 
luctant to follow the depression of values in 
other property consequent upon a panic, and 
likewise when trade in all departments is fairly 
booming it is last to feol the effects of the better 
times. 

DEALERS OF DONG EXPERIENCE 

bave learned to estimate the duration of a panic 
as it affects real estate at ten years. As the 
present depression began in 1873, they therefore 
reason that three years will elapse before prices 
will assume the relative position they 
ocoupied prior to the former, date. 
However, there is noticeable a decided 
improvement. That there is more inquiry to- 
day for property of all descriptions no one will 
deny. A considerable amount of money is seek- 
ing investment, and people are asking about 
residences and business that will pay (or 5 per 
cent, and for such there isa good market. A 
man buying real estate to-day at the figures of- 
fered calculates that in a year’s time he will be 
able to realize a good percentage on his invest- 
ment. 

During the last decade Cleveland has increased 
in population from 93,000 to 160,000, and to meet 
the demands of this large growth considerable 
building nas been carried on. Despite thé se- 
verity of the panic, according to official re- 
turns, 

THE VALUATION OF PROPERTY 
within the corporation limits is much greater 
then it was ten years ago. New residences con- 
tinue to spring up in all directions, the laboring 
classes especially seeking tor cheap lots on 
which toerect little homes. Two large allot- 
ments of residence property have been made 
within the last six months. One was a portion 
of the Case estate, consisting of thirty acres in 
the vicinity of Willson avenue, and all 
were readily sold, the purchasers in. many 
instances reselling the lots at an advanced g- 
ure. The other allotment was the Chamber- 
lain property, forty-six acres, fronting 1,500 feet 
on Willson avenue, with Cedar avenue on one 
side and Garden street on the other, and the 
line of the Cleveland & Pittsburg Railroad form- 
ing the boundary in the rear.

The archi- 
tects of the city have had their hands full all 
along. One is now engaged in erecting thirteen 
houses on Perry street, where the Hon. H. B.

These houses, when completed, will cost on an 
average from $3,000 to $3,500. 

Prices of lots on Prospect strect have increa sed 
within a year or two from 50 to 75 per cent. 
Several fine residences are being erected, two 
being for prominent stockholders of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. The cost of many of these 
will not be short of $10,000, 

Two or three very large buildmgs for manu- 
facturing purposes are now in process of con- 
struction. one of which will be occupied by the 
Cleveland Telegraph Supply Company for the 
manufacture of the Brush Electric Light. 

EB. J. BALDWIN, 

one of the leading dry-goods merchants, is put- 
ting upafine business block on Bank street. 
But a few weeks ago the dry-goods business of 
Messrs. E. M. McGillen & Co. was reopened in an 
elegant new building five stories in hight, said 
to be one of the best equipped business-blocks 
in the country. Then, too, there are at least 
halt a dozen commodious churches being erected 
in fashionable localities, giving employment to a 
large number ef men. Before many months it 
is expected that work will commence on the new 
buildings for the Western Reserve College, 
whose removal from its present site at 
Hudson to Cleveland has been decided 
upon by the Trustees. As the Case School of 
Applied Science is to be opened before the cluse 
of another year, it is thought the old homestead 
will soon prove inadequate, fand that the con- 
struction of more commodious buildings will 
be necessary. 

To revert once more to 

THE REVIVAL IN BUSINESS, 
a good indication of its growth is the fact that 
the Café Windsor, a handsome building on Eu- 
clid avenue, near the Opera-House, costing 
originally $75,000, was recently sold for $40,000, 
since which time the purchaser has refused an 
offer of $10,000 for bis bargain. As proof of the 
better condition of the laboring classes, the re- 
turns made to the Hon. H. J. Walls, Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics, may be cited.

If 
there is anyspecial demand for money any- 
where, every man who reads the papers can find 
it out, no matter in what part of the country ho 
livesin. This prevents any one being able to 
get vory high rates of interest, and capitalists 
are turning more attention to desirable invest- 
ments in real estate than formerly.” 

ANOTHER GENTLEMAN 
who has paid special attention to the buying of 
property offered for sale at auction said that 
there had been much brisker competition this 
fail than he had knownina long time before, 
and he was compelled to bid 25 percent higher 
in order to secure purchases, 

Detroit, as originally platted, was laid out in 
long, narrow strips, corresponding to the French 
farms, which ran back indefinitly from the De- 
troit River. Some of these plats, or portions of 
them, remained for a long time in the possession 
of the French families who originally owned 
them. These people were peculiarly conserva- 
tive about parting with their possessions, and so 
much valuabie real estate has been kept out of 
the market.

FRENCH FATHERS

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
GREAT ACTIVITY IN THE MARKET. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. There is great ac- 
tivity in the Washington real estate market. 
Prominent dealers report the sales ten times as 
much as they were two yearsago. There has 
not, however, been any marked advance in 
prices, but it must not be forgotten that real es- 
tate in this city never was so depreciated as it 
was in commercial, cities. The effect of the 
panic, and of the subsequent period of commer- 
cial depression, upon Washington real estate 
was to check sales, but not to greatly reduce 
prices. The reason was, undoubtedly, that the 
improved property was, for the most part, held 
by large dealers, beayy capitalists, and wealthy 
non-residents, who, purchased with 

A VIEW zo SPECULATION, 

or for ultimate improvement. When the de- 
pressing times came improvements were tem- 
porarily suspended. Sales were as frequent, but 
large holders kept their property for better 
times, not needing to sell, and unwilling either 
to incur the actual loss that would have resulted 
from forced sales, or to forego the speculative 
profits which were on and which can 
now be realized. 

The portion of the city ‘where there is the. 
greatest activity in real estate is at the West 
End,” especially in the northwestern portion of 
it, generally well knéwn throughout the country 
as the tract of land selected as the basis of the 
operations of the so-ealled Real Estate Pool.” 
Results have shown that the large operators who 
planned “the comprehensive system of public 
improvements” for which the District became 
famous, and in connection with which so much 
corruption was charged, were 

VERY SHREWD PROJECTORS. 

This section was once a barren tract, a sort 
of “swamp poodle of the West End, which 
was in part marshy and in many places below 
grade. An extensive scale of improvements 
was planned, and in part executed. Broad ave- 
nues were extended, with costly wood and con- 
crete pavements, into a region which. then was 
a wilderness. The pioneer bouse in that locality 
was the huge castle bullt by the then wealthy 
Senator from Nevada, 
became known, and is still known, as 

“THE HONEST MINER'S CAMP.” 
The vast structure still stands there a monu- 
ment to the folly, anda reminder of the mig 
fortunes, of its builder. It cost an immense 
sum of money, and has for years been empty. 

The next houge on alarge scale built in that 
locality was the mansion of the British Embassy. 
This is a large, substantial structure built in ac- 
cordance with the English ideas of solidity and 
comfort. These two structures were practically 
the only ones in all that region during the years 
of depression. With the renewal of business 
prosperity, consequent upon resumption, there 
bas been great activity in this favored section of 
the city. The finest houses in Washington have 
been built there, and real estate has advanced 
from 20 cents to $1.50 and $2 per square foot, ac- 
cording to the location. 

REAL ESTATE IN WASHINGTON 

is sold altogether by tho square foot, and the 
lots are not of uniform size. Owing to the pecul- 
iar manner in which the city was laid out, and 
the fact that the streets running at right angies 
are bisected by avenues which traverse the city 
in all directions, building lots are of a great va- 
riety of shape and sizé. A valuation by the 
front foot would be scarcely practicabie, as it is 
in cities which are originally laid out by square 
and compass. The range of prices in this new 
section of the city is a fair index of the move- 
ment in Washington real estate. Good building 
lots cannot be purchased for less than $1.50 per 
square foot, and choice lots command $2. It is 
in this quarter of the city that | 

DON CAMERON IS BUDLDING HIS GREAT PALACE. 

A great many retired army and navy -officers, 
most of whom are the husbands of rich wives,— 
bought by buttong,—are building fine houses 
here. Wealthy non-residents, who regard Wash- 
ington as asort of wintering water place, are 
erecting houses in large number iu this locality, 
and intend to make Washington their winter 
homes. One of these capitalists, who came here 
two years ago to spend a few weeks, has decided 
to spend all his winters here, has built a flne 
house for himself, and is just completing at a 
cost of $150,000 the fincst apartment house in 
Washington. His exampieis being imitated by 
others, and the wonder is that in acity which 
has such a transitory population, which isa sort 
of a fashionable winter camp, capitalists should 
not have sooner selected this fourm of invest- 
ment.

not far from the Capitol Bujiding, good build- 
ing lots can be purchased from 75 cents to 81 
per square foot, but the sales are the most act- 
we in the West-End. Yet Capitol Hill was the 
section of the city which George Washington 
expected, when he laid out the District of Co- 
lumbia, would become the fashiouable quarter. 
Real estate greed, however, destroyed his ex- 
pectations, as a sort of ring was formed in the 
building-lots of that section, which resulted in 
the. permanent improvement of the western and 
lower portion of the city. Real estate on some 
portions of Capitol Hill, particularly near the 
river front, to-day will not bring any higher 
prices than the same lots are shown by the 
record to have commanded in George Washing- 
ton’s time.

Mrs. Scott-Siddons has labored under difficul- 
ties at Hooley’s during the week. Had the littie 
lady not been gifted wigh an unusual share of 
Anglo-Saxon pluck she would never have sur- 
vived. she has been a success, and, 
while the of the plays in -which she has ap- 
peared have been ruthlesly butchered by her 
company, for her own work she has won much 
admiration. Her lolanthe in the delightful little 
piece King Hene’s Daughter” was charming 
in ite tenderness, and grace,and feeling. Her 
Juliet, on the other hand, was commonplace. She 
does not elevute the character into the realm of 
natural love and tragic suffering. Her Rosalind 
in “As You Like It“ may be said to de 
the best we have. Her Lady Tease was 
spoiled by her support, and the same is true of 
her Viola in Tweilftn Nicht.“ This comedy was 
produced on Friday evening. Could Mrs. Scott- 
Siddons play Viola even as well as could the late 
Adelaide Neilson the beauties of her perform- 
ance would have been lost owing to the difficul- 
ties she had to contend with on the stage at 
Hooley’s Theatre. To see the little lady strug- 
gling amid the obstacles ag she did ex- 
cited the deepest sympathy for her situa- 
tion and the warmest admiration for her 
bravery. The company should be reor- 
ganized. She requires just now all the 
assistance she can obtain from her support. 
She should not be handicapped at almost every 
turn, as we have seen her handicapped during 
the week. Had Mr. Sargent been constantly 
with the company since it started, no doubt he 
would have rectified matters before this time. 
Now that he is personally on the ground, the 
sooner he makes a sweeping reformation the 
better it will be, not only for himself but for 
the public. Mrs. Siddons is an actress of un- 
doubted ability, and itis a pity to see her work 
marred as it has been.

„Unknown.“ which has held the audiences at 
the Grand Opera-House speli-bound during the 
past week, is the creation of Mr. John A. 

In 
justice to Mr. Stevens it should be remarked 
that no other work upon the stage to-day cah be 
compared with his, and both as author and actor 
he stands alone. The plot is simpie but thick.

The West Side Academy of Music will be re- 
opened on the 2th of December. About two 
months will then have elapsed since the destruc- 
tion of the old building by fire.

FINANCIAL. 


Although money, which was the chief factor of 
speculation, grew cheaper, and was offered at 
the close at 3 per cent, stocks did not improve. 
At the last, after a day of undisguised feverish- 
ness, the market was weak and depressed. For- 
eign exchange, too, did not reflect any certain 
ease, as it was lover and depressed in the final 
dealings. Loans were in strong demand in Chi- 
cago, but the country orders for currency were 
not so heavy, and there was consequently a 
diminution in the drain of gold to the 
country that may be soon felt bene- 
ficially in New York. Powerful intluences will 
naturally be called: into play from this time on 
to ease the New York money market. Capital 
is abundant and idie in the country and the 
smaller towns throughout tho interior,—all 
through the country, in fact, except at a few 
large cities. The high rates at New York and 


Chicago have a direct tendency to draw money 


into those places. Soon Wail street will, if it is 
true to its usual practice, begin to discount the 
effect of the enormous disbursements of the 
first of the year. 

Western Union sold-down from 92 to 90%. 
Large purchases of it are being made in Chi- 
cago, but those who are nearer the throne in 
New York declare they do not want any tele- 
graph stock. One of the reports in circulation 
is that it has been decided to cut rutes at the 
meeting of the Directors next Tuesday. Those 
who consider themselves well informed are pos- 
itive that the competition of the Amertean 
Union has already resulted in a decrease of 
about £30,000 a week in Western Union receipts.

Saturday was a big day for the bears in prod- 
uce, The different markets went down enough 
to satisfy the largest appetites in that direction. 
They were decidedly heavy under large selling 
on account of New York parties and some local 
holders who have recen been supposed to be 
identified with Russian interests. Leading 
holders stated that they were satisfled there was 
little hope in holding on fora further rise at 
present, and they bad determined to close out. 
The feeling was very weak in the carly pars of 
the day. There was a partial rally towards noon, 
but the markets again turned down. The vast 
quantities of stuff offered were, however. taken; 
muchof it was bought by local operators who 
had sold short the previous week when quo- 
tations were nearly at the top, and the 
freedom with which they took hold 
prevented a greater decline. As it was, a great 
many lots were forced on the market, the drop 
having exhausted the margins advanced by the 
parties on whose account the property had been 
bought. Of course, margins were called, right 
and ieft. The calls were generally responded 
to, either by putting up or closing out, but one 
failure being reported. That was in provisions, 
and not a leading operator. Wheat proves to be 
more plentiful in Minnesota than had been cal- 
culated on, and the warchouses in the North- 
west are filled up with grain, while oceans more 
is waiting to take its place when that is moved 
out. The belief in a big supply here has kept 
foreign buyers from following up our ad- 
vanes, and now the report of copious rains 
in California adds to the bear feeling. Pro- 
visions are being produced in vast quantities, 
and foreign consumers have held off in that 
direction too, believing that the packing of 
more than a million hogsin one month at one 
point should give lower prices. The people who 
have been buying hog products and grain have, 
however, done it with surplus money, and many 
of them would not know what to do with the 
cash if they should sell out. Possibly this fact 
will prove to de the one preventive 
of the disastrous break which would 
otherwise be a natural consequence of 
the widespread distrust in the situation.

Lumber was in fair demand and steady. The 
shipments are fair, amd dealers say they would 
be much larger if the tars could be obtained to 
forward the lumber in that has already been 
sold. Wool was quiet and steady. Hay was less 
active. Timothy was salable to shippers at un- 
changed prices, while. prairie was slow and 
easy, being depressed by the increased offerings 
of loose hay. The sales of broom-corn, bides, 
and hops were up to the recent average. Sceds 
were in moderate demand, clover being firmer. 
On the street, business was light in poultry, 
game,and potatoes, and the two first-named 
were lower, the soft weather making holders 
anxious to close out what they had on hand. 
Green fruits were in light local request. 

“No shipping movement to-day, I suppose?” 
“No; we cannot touch it; and if we could there 
are no cars to be obtained within the next two 
wecks.“ That is a terse and commonplace state- 
ment of the situation as made yesterday by a 
prominent party in the grain shipping line. 

One of the prominent shippers of flax-seed 
states that his house has shipped 41,000 bu of 
dirt to the East since Aug. 1.

What a Reporter Saw in the Palmer- 
House Hitchen. 

He who taketh his ease in his inn, enjoying to 
the full the luxuries of its parlors and living 
rooms and the delicacies of its table, has but 
little idea, as a general rule, of the busy work 
which is carried on behind the scenes in which 
he plays such a pieasant part.

In one 
of these the meats were of the strvuger descrip- 
tion, such as beef and mutton, intended to pro- 
duce the basis of a supply of ‘mock-turtle sou 
for Sunday’s dinner; in the others, portions o 
chicken and other light meats swam about giv- 
ing up of their delicate flavor forthe prepara- 
tion of a bouillon. 

THE PLATE-HEATING APPARATUS 

was found worthy of inspection. Four long 
shelves of plate-steel, resting upon coils of 
aap st ormed a hollow square with a sur- 
face of about 500 square feet, almost all of 
which was covered with plates and dishes, 
heated to a comfortable degree.

INCREASED ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The South Side Street Rallway Puts 
Thirty More Fine Cars on Its Line. 
Hearing that the South Division Railway Com- 

pany were just completing thirty new cars, one 
of which was successfully launched during the 
day, a Trrpuns reporter made a pilgrimage 
yesterday to the barns and sheps at the corner 
of State and Twenty-first streets, to make an 
investigation. He entered the office and stated 
his errand, and one of the officers of the Com- 
pany volunteered to show him over the prem- 
ises. Entering the main barn, a gang of men 
were seen lowering one of the new cars trom 
the loft to the main floor by means of 
the large thirty-five foot steam  eleva- 
tor which has just been put 
the building. It was lowered to the level of the 
floor, slid off onto the tracks, and switched into 
the wash-room, where it was showered with cold 
water to harden the varnish. 

The reporterand his guide then stepped on 
the elevator and were;hoisted to the regions 
above. The floor of the upper room was laid 
with parallel tracks, and on these were the new 
cars im various stages of completion. There 
were ten eachof the Indiana gvenue, Cottage 
Grove avenue, and State street Mes, all painted 
in gay, bright shades of green, blue, and red. In 
manufacturing these cars the Oompany 
appear to have had an eye to the 
comfort of their patrons and the careful 
treatment of their stock. Very few 

eople who take their daily rides in these cars 

uow that they are almost entirely constructed 
in the workshop of the Company, but all the 
work is done in the block bounded by State and 

Dearborn, Twentieth and Twenty-first streets, 

under the direction of Mr. Oleson, the Master 

Mechanic. The new cars are

the road. The boxes are the same length as 
those of the long Indiana avenue cars, twenty- 
one feet, while the platforms are three anda 
half feet deep, a total length of twenty-eight 
feet. Theseats and backs are furnished with 
the best red plush spring cushions, similar to 
those used in the Pullman cars, manufactured 
in Philadelphia for the Company. There 
are three lamps in cach Car, —one at 
each end, and a large shade lamp in the dome. 
Youne’s patent dome, showing the destination 
of the car through glass sides, is used, for which 
a royalty of $50 per car is paid. The sashes and 
giasses are furnished with. appliances in the 
shape of rubber strips and springs, which pre- 
vent all annoyuig rattling and keep out drafts. 
The last cars built by the Company were built 
under seventy-five patents, but the construc- 
tion of these involved the payment of royalties 
on 120 patents. The Hegiey gear is used, and 
the axle rests on a set of anti-friotion lers, 
away considerable strai on 
The springs braces 
car a very easy motion. 
A patent appliance is used to prevent slipping 
out of the whiffleltree, and the springs ou the 
draw-bars ease the strain on the horses consid- 
erably. These cars will seat fifteen on a side 
comfortably, and they will do away with consid- 
erabie cursing at the narrow platforms used on 
the other long cars. Truss-rods run along the 
outside of the car to prevent any; sagging or 
spreading in the centre, and the inside is braced 
firmly with iron trusses. On each car is a set of 
Day’s patent track-scrapers, made in Detroit, 
which clean the track thoroughly without pull- 
ing on the car. Rubber taps are put on the iron 
steps to prevent passengers from slipping in fay 
weather. In short, the Company have spared no

Chicago Avenue Viaduct. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CMOCAGO, Dec. 4.—For a number of years past

You see 
them in each room guarding the barriers, and 
preventing the entrance of more people than 
will comfortably fill them. 

In the room adjoining the throne-room they 
stand in a line, ready to act asa veritable 
body-guard to me Sere family if required, 
and another line divides off the lower 
end of the picture gallery, forming a sort 
of corridor to the throne- room. There 
is no better place for seeing the dresses. 
I always make a rule of getting close behind 
these gentlemen-at-arms as soon as I have 
passed the Royal presence, and so, peering be- 
tween their shoulders, see the rest of the 
company passin single file, their trains flow- 
ing behind them. ne or more of the house- 
hold troops are on duty in the court-yard, 
and act as escort to the Royal personages 
who attend the drawing-room, and it is a very 
pretty sight to see the bandmen in the gold 
coats march through St. James’ Park, to take 
up their position and play throughout the re- 
ception. I have never myself heard them in 
the palace, but in some of the rooms you can,

resence Chamber. The equipages of Am- 
bassadors, Ministers, and other distinguished 
ple also flit to and tro, but they do not fall 
nto the line, having the privilege of the en- 
trée which entitles them to enter the palace 
by a special entrance, to occupy the first 
drawing-room, next to the throne-room, and 
to pass before the Queen first. 

At —— a long waiting, the line of 
carriages begins to move slowly, and in time 
rou pass through the fine gateway into the 
nner quadrangle, and alight at the steps of 
the grand entrance. Here you will see some 
few scat let-coated servants and officials and 
much crimson carpeting. You cross the 
really magnificent hall, paved with variegat- 
ed marble, the ceiling supported by white 
marble columns, with Corinthian capitals of 
mosaic and gold, and up a few steps reach a 
dining-room, where cloaks and wraps are 
left.

Interesting Sayings and Doings of a 
Very Remarkable Personage. 


A Centenarian Who Has Played a Stirring Part in 
the Country’s History. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Dec. 2.—In resum- 
ing the narrative of the life and adventures 
of that unpretending yet meritorious colored 
woman, Sojourner Truth, it is but just to 
say that the notoriety and fame which she 
has obtained have not been of her own seek- 
ing. She has ever sought to work conscien- 
tiously and do her duty, and not to seek the 
applause of her fellow-beings. This traitin 
her character is well exemplified by an inci- 
dent, of which I was an eye-witness, which 
occurred in 1876, when the citizens of this 
city celebrated the Centennial of Freedom. 
It was generally desired by all that Sojourner 
should occupy a prominent place at an exhi- 
bitionto be given in the city. She was to 
represent the Freedman” coming out from 
the shackles of Slavery into Freedom. It 
was with much labor that she could be in- 
duced to go before the people. As she ex- 
plained, I's not warthy to sit up yar: but, 
if Lean do any work or say anythin’ for the 
people, 1’ll do dat.“ 

It hardly seems possible that a person who 
has been on a level with the cattle and swine, 
and forso many years subjected to such de- 
moralizing influences, should have 

RETAINED HER MORAL INTEGRITY 

to such an extent, and cherished so success- 
fully the religious sentimentin her soul. It 
certainly shows a mind of no common order; 
while it hightens the detestation, that is felt 
in every right-thinking bosom, of that system 
of oppression which seeks to cripple the in- 
tellect, impair the understanding, and de- 
prave the hearts of its victims. That one so 
oppressed should rise to the prominent posi- 
tion which she occupies, is, 1 say, almost 
miraculous. 

Sojourner, as stated in my previous letter, 
has no education,—cannot read or write. 
The only data of her early life, therefore, are 
derived from her own remembrance; and her 
memory is wonderful for so old a person. 
About one of the first things which she re- 
members, prominently connected with her 
early life, was the time when she was 9 years 
old, and was sold on a block at auction, to- 
gether with a flock of sheep. She and the 
sheep together brought the sum of $104, 
which, she remembers, was a good price. 
All her hardships, she says, date from 
the day of this sale. She was compelled to 
labor hard in the fields all day, and, upon re- 
turning to the house at night, had to work 
the greater part of the night, doing washing 
and ironing for the master’s house. Noth- 
ing but the most toilsome of manual work, 

WITH FREQUENT INHUMAN BEATINGS, 
was her lot from this time to the day of her 
liberation. There are some hard things that

I cannot but think that 
Sojourner, with the same culture, might 
have spoken words as eloquent and undying 
as those of the African saint Augustine or 
| Tertullian: How grand and queenly a 
woman she might have been, with her won- 
derful physical vigor, her great, heaving sea 
of emotion, her power of spiritual concep- 
tion, her quick penetration, and her bound- 
less energy. 

In October of 1864, Sojourner conceived the 
idea that she must visit President Lincoln. 
A lady accompanied her to the White House, 
and introduced her to the President as So- 
journer Truth, who had come all the way 
from Michigan to see him. Lincoln arose, 
gave her his hand, and made a bow, as he 
Said, I am pleased to see you.” The rest of 
the storyis best told in Sojourner’s own 
words, as near as possible: 
said to him, Mr. President, when you 
first took your seat, I feared you would be 
torn to pieces,—for I likened you to Daniel 
who was thrown into the lions’ den; and if 
the lions did not tear you into pieces, I knew 
it would be God that would save you! And 
I said to myself, if He spared you I would 
come and see you myself before your term of 
office was out; and He has done 80, and 

HERE I AM TO SEE YOU.’ 


Mr. Lincoln congratulated me on my having 
been spared. I told him that I thought he 
was the best President that had ever lived, as 
he emancipated the slaves. He said that sev- 
eral other Presidents, whom he named over. 
would have done as muchif the time had 
come when they were required to. He 
showed me several nice presents of his: and, 
before | went away, he wrote in my ‘Book 
of Life” in a big, bold hand, and with the 
same fingers that signed the death-warrant 
to Slavery: : 
For Aunty Sojourner Truth. 
**Oct. 29,1564. A, LINCOLN.’ ” 

Although, in Sojourner’s estimation, Abra- 

ham Lincolu was the.“ foremost man of all 
this world,” yet no idle curiosity prompted 
this interview. From the head of the Nation 
she sought the authority which wouldenable 
her to take part in the awful drama which 
was being enacted in the Republic; and, that 
onee being obtained, she at onee entered 
upon her work. After this she was-engaged 
in first one field of labor, and then another. 
Here she was teaching; there she was preach- 
ing and nursing; andin still another place 
she was watching and praying,—ever anxious, 
and ready at ail times to counsel, comfort, 
amd assist. 

At one time, when she was engaged in a 
hospital, she often had occasion to procure 
articles from various parts of the city for the 
sick soldiers, and would be obliged to walk 
along distance, carrying her burdens upon 
her arms. She would gladiv have availed 
herself ef the street-cars ; but she could

arms. Here Queen's pages remove the 
train from the right arm, spread it on the 
ground, and thus you walk across the 
gallery to the Throne-room. The door on 
the left-hand side is glass, and scarcely any 
one passes it without looking how her trains 
set. When you enter the Presence Chamber 
you find a narrow, half-circular alley left, 
down which you are to proceed. Quite in 
the background is the Throne and its canopy. 

In front of it are the ladies and gentlemen 
in attendance on the Queen and other Royal 
personages, and in front of them the Royal 
family. Near the doorway, next the Queen, 
is the Lord Chamberlain. then her Majesty, 
the Princess of Wales and the other Prin- 
cesses, and then the Princes. The general 
circle fills the rest of the room. Just in front 
of you will be the end of the train of the 
lady passing next before you. In case of 
mother and ‘daughter, the mother would go 
first. You have no longer to think about 
your own train; your glove, fan, and hand- 
kerchief hold in your left hand, your card in 
your right. 

As you pass through the doorway give this 
to the Lord Chamberlain. You will find his 
hand ready to receive it. As soon as he 
mentions the word “presentation” the 
Queen will put out her right hand, then 
courtesy very low, place your own right 
hand beneath it, and bend and kiss it. 
When you rise courtesy low to each mem- 
ber of the Royal family, and walk along this 
semi-circular alley sideways, being careful 


reasons: First, because the parties from 
whose hands she suffered them have ren- 
dered up their account to a Higher Tribunal, 
and their innocent friends alone are living.

“And, 
honey,” said she in her quaint way, I 
wouldn’t have people think I'd tell a lie for 
all the world.“ One or two of the things which 
she desired omitted may, however, be men- 
tioned here briefly. They relate to the in- 
humanity of her master, who was so brutal 
that at one time he whipped a mother who 
was nursing her little babe of a few days, 
because she did not do enough work; and 
whipped her so hard that mingled milk and 
blood ran streaming down from her lacerated 
breasts, At another time, a little slave-child 
so annoyed its master by its crying that the 
brute seized the child by its feet and 
DASHED OUT ITS BRAINS AGAINST THE WALL. 
Another master crushed in the skull of one 
of his slaves with a sled-stick, because of an 
expression of disinclination to do an extra 
amount of labor, These are horrors of a by- 
gone time, which do not need reviving now 
that Slavery has been abolished; and we 
will kindly draw the curtain of charity over 
them. 

Atan early age Sojourner experienced re- 
ligion, and, as all colored people do, became 
very enthusiastic over it. She never missed 
an opportunity to attend a camp-meeting or 
a revival. At one time, when she had been 
at Northampton lecturing for some time, she 
found out thata camp-meeting was in prog- 
ress near by, and she could not stay away 
from it. Although it was a “white peo- 
ple’s” camp-meeting, Sojourner reasoned 
that their Lord was her Lord; and she went. 
There chanced to be also in attendance a 
gang of roughs,who had come there for the 
express purpose of having a frolic and break- 
ing up the meeting. When oe grote heard 
ot them, she became very much frightened, 
and hid herself behind a trunk, fearing they 
would wreak their mischief upon her, she 
being the only colored person present.

A Deseription of One Held by queen 
Victoria.

Her Majesty generally holds four drawine- 
rooms in the course of the year; two before 
Easter, two after, and seldom later than the 
month of May. As a rule, young ladies ate 
presented by their mothers. Even if they 
are presented themselves for the first time 
the same dayas their daughters, it is still 
en régie that they should make the presenta- 
tion. Butit is necessary—absolutely neces- 
sary—that the lady who undertakes the duty 
shall be present at the same drawing-room, 
though she may not even see the young girl, 
and, except in the case of relatives, they 
rarely go together, and do not for a moment 
think of passing the Royal presence together. 

In asking any lady to make a presentation 
to her: Majesty it must be recognized as a 
great kindness and favor, for sheis person- 
ally responsible. Unmarried ladies do not 
exercise the privilege of making presenta- 
tions. As soon as it is determined at whieh 
drawing-room the young lady is to make her 
début, the mode of proceeding is as follows: 
A card is sentin to the Chamberlain’s office 
Stable-Yard St. James’, on which is written 
the name of the person to be presented, 
and the person presenting, thus: “ Miss 
Smith, by her mother, Mrs. Smith,“ accom- 
panied by a letter from Mrs. Smith, giving 
necessary particulars as to address, etc., and 
saying that it is her intention to be presént at 
the drawing-room ot the date fixed. 

This must be done two clear days at least 
before the drawing-room. The names hav- 
ing been submitted for her Majesty’s approv- 
al, on application at the same office two pink 
presentation cards willbe given, on which 
must be legibly written, as before, Miss 
Smith, by her mother, Mrs. Smith,” and these 
must be taken to the palace. One will be 
given to the page-in-waiting on first arriving 
at the top of the stairs, and the other handed 
to the Lord Chamberlain, who stands beside 
her Majesty, when the Royal presence is 
reached, and from this, he will read in a loud, 
clear voice the names to the Queen. 

The proper Court dress is the next impor- 
tant consideration. A young girl, on her 
presentation, wears white, and every lady at- 
tending the Court must have a train, lappets, 
court plumes, and a really low dress. So 
strict are the laws with regard to this that 
people are appointed to prevent ladies pass- 
ing who fall short in any of these require- 
ments. I was myself accompanied to a 
drawing-room two or three years ago by a 
friend who had her dress trom Paris, It 
proved too high on the shoulders for regula- 
tion; moreover she had only one small piece 
of tulle in lieu of lappets, and before en- 
tering the presence of her Majesty she 
was compelled to tear some tulle trimmings 
from her dress and pin this on as another lap- 
pet, and to have the bodice cut down on the 
shoulders and turned in.
